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DULLES DESERVES PRAISE - 
John Foster Dulles has Juat given his cour' 
try and the world a superb demonstration of 
capable dlploniEicy at worlc. 

With very Ilttie fanfare, he went out to the 
far east to talk about a Japanese peace treaty, 
not only affecting Japan and the U. 6. but 
Australia, New Zealanfl and the Phlllppli 

When he came back, he brought the draft 
of a peace document acceptable In Ita basic 
terms to the United States, Japan and our 
principal Pacific allies. In other words, he 
has achieved the biggest' single forward step 
toward a treaty since World war n ended. 

This Job was accomplished by Dulles and 
whatever stolf he may have used. There 
were no widely heralded peace conferences 
In gilded government halls. There was no pro- 
tracted wrangling over terms. 

If the draft now on the table can be put 
Into final form without losing any of the 
excellent harmony which exists among the 
prospective signatory nations, then before 
too many months have passed we should be 
formally at peace with Japan. 

It la notable that this country and the oth' 
«rs involved propose to move toward & final 
settlement In the same way they have prO' 
ceeded thus far: using normal diplomatic 
channels. Once again, therefore, the too often 
fruitless big conferenCB will bo avoided. . 

Russia, of course, has no part In these ne- 
gotiations. The Kremlin has blocked every 
attempt to attain a Japanese settlement. If 
It were now Invited to participate, Jt would 
simply sabotage the discussions by raising 
Impossible demands. 

East-West relations In Asia have deterior- 
ated too much for the Soviet union even to bo 
conaidered. The only Issue In the Orient is 
how to resist marauding communism, not 
how to negotiate with It. 

That fact Is reflected In the terms we and 
the Japanese are agreed to In the treaty draft 
brought back by Dulles. Of their ovm will, 
the Japs wish to accord ua bases for our 
armed forces In the Japanese islands. This 
means that Japan is deiuiltely aligned on the 
sldo of the West, Indeed, considers Itself vir- 
tually within the American orbit of defense. 

It Ib heartening to find this positive, hope- 
ful element In an area so confused and gen- 
erally discouraging as the far east. Japan's 
Industrial might Is a key factor there; wisely 
employed It can do much to lift up the whole 
of southeast Asia. Bub In communist hands 
It would be a strong lever pushing the region 
toward red oblivion. 

A formal treaty with Japan crystallizing 
thla hopeful relationship Is earnestly to be 
desired. For his crucial part In bringing such 
a treaty nearer reality, Dullbs deserves the 
warm thanks ot every American and every 
free man throughout the globe.
